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INDEIDAE happitiess depends to a 
large extent on personal appearance 
and well-being; as far as a rance is 
concerned, the care of the hair is most 
important. 

One cannot have a perfect appearance 
if the hair is not thoroughly healthy. 
During the summer months the observ- 
ance of a few simple rules will enable 
one to keep the hair at its best. As an 
initial move, one of the first things to do 
is to change your hair style—even if you 
only change the parting from one side to 
the other. It is surprising what a dif- 
ference it makes. 


NEWEST STYLE. 


There are, however, gradual changes 
and developments. The newest hair style 
shows an upward sweep from the nape of 
the neck. It is particularly suitable for 
the summer, because it is easily kept in 
order, and the hair, being clear at the 
neck, is cool and comfortable. Another 
very definite advantage is that it gives a 
more youthful appearance to the average 
woman. 

There are a number of variations of this 
dressing (which is called the “ Duchess °’), 
but the length of the hair is much the 
same in every case. At the back the hair 
is tapered to-a semi-shingle in the nape, 
thus giving a soft appearance and preserv- 
ing the hairline around the neck. From 
this it rises in curls, which increase 
gradually in size until they reach the 
crown. These curls—which are quite 
round—all follow the natural contour of 
the head, as do the waves in front of the 
head. 


VARIATIONS. 


In some variations there are tiny 
cluster curls around the forehead, and 
‘* Alexandra ’’ curls around the sides and 
crown. This particular variation is, 
perhaps, more suitable for the evening 
than for outdoor wear. 

The illustrations on this page show the 
Eugene conception of the ‘* Duchess” 
hair .style. This articular dress- 
ing has been. introduced because it 
is essentially practical. It is a style which 
you yourself can keep in order between 
your visits to the hairdresser. Hair is 
always a problem when you are on holli- 
day, but with permanent waving perfected 
to its present degree, and hair styles 
designed in harmony with millinery and 
dress fashions, there is no reason why 
every woman should not look at her best 
at any time. 

Here are a few hints which will enable 
you to keep your Wugene wave at its best 
throughout the holiday season. 

First remember that you must brush 
the hair regularly—brushing will not take 
out a permanent wave. On the contrary, 
it will improve the condition of the hair 
and thus make it more tractable. 

Regular shampooing, too, is essential; 
for hair cannot look well or remain tidy 
if it is dirty. 


A PRECAUTION. 


Tf you play golf, tennis, or any other 
outdoor game without a hat, take the pre- 
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caution of wearing a fine net—an ordinary 
cap-shaped hair net is very good for this 
ei ay Before you put it on, however, 
com — eo hair thoroughly, and 
brush a little brilliantine right through, 
dividing the hair strand by strand, so 
that there is an even distribution 
of the oil. Then take your comb and 
shape up the waves, just as the 
hairdresser does when he sets your 
hair, place a few grips or pins in the 
hollows of the waves where necessary. 
Then put on your fine hair net, and pinch 
up the crest of each wave between the 
fingers. When you have finished your 
game, your hair will be quite tidy, and 
it will only be necessary to remove the 
net. 


SUN AND SEA. 


Salt water does not hurt the hair, what- 
ever may be said to the contrary, but it 
does have a tendency to make it sticky, 
and if it is allowed to dry on the hair 
there is always a likelihood of pale 
streaks developing. This is due to the 
fact that the drying sea water bleaches 
the hair, and, as some parts of the hair 
become wetter than others, it is these 
parts which become lightest. You can 
avoid all this by rinsing the salt water 
from the hair directly after your bathe. 
Of course, prevention is better than 
cure, and modern bathing caps are very 
efficient. Nevertheless, there is always a 
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tendency for a certain amount of water 
to get into the hair, especially if you 
do much floating. 


PROTECTION. 

Here is quite a good way of protectin 
the hair still further. Brush it an 
apply brilliantine, and, in fact, set it u 
much as has already been suggested, wit 
the exception, however, of the longer 
curls, which may fall beneath your bath- 
ing cap. Twist these up into perfectly 
round flat curls, and fasten in place 
with pins or grips; then use a net. 
Before you put on the bathing cap 
fasten a narrow band of silk or chamois 
leather around the hair, so that you cover 
the hairline; this keeps all the ends 
under control and retains the shape. 


FOLLOW THE EXPERT. 

Do make certain, however, that you 
have arranged your waves and curls in 
the direction they followed after the pro- 
fessional setting by your hairdresser. If 
this point is not observed the waves will 
not come up as freshly after your bathing 
ap is removed. 

uckily, permanent waving to-day is as 
nearly alike naturally wavy hair as 
possible, and one can treat a Eugene wave 
in just the same manner that you would 
treat naturally wavy hair.

DR. HARBISON’S 
REPORT 


HOUSES UNFIT FOR 
HABITATION 
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T the fortnightly meeting of the Co. 
A ublin Board of Public Health, 


which was held yesterday in the 
County Council Office, Parnell square, 
Dublin, Dr. Harbison, County Medical 


Officer of Health, in the course of his re- 
port for the month of May, stated that the 
prevalence of scarlet fever reported last 
month continued, and during the month 
medical inspection of five schools, containing 
a total of 243 boys and'318 girls, was car- 
ried out. The parents of 177 children were 
present at the medical examination. 130 
children were found to be unvaccinated. In 
general, medical inspection revealed an im- 
provement in the condition of the children. 
Dental clinics to the number of 21 were 
held at Dun Laoghaire, Baldoyle, Finglas, 
Lusk, Donabate, and Kilsallaghan, and Cen- 
tral, the total attendance being 382. i 
On the subject of the prevalence of scarlet 
fever, Mr. Rollins said that one of the most 
urgent necessitixs was the prcvision of sani- 
tation for small cottages in rural districts. 


OVERCROWDING 


Dr. Harbison said that it was overcrowd- 
ing, rather than sanitation, that was respon- 
sible for the outbreak of epidemics, ck 
of money was the obstacle to the provision 
of improvements 

A joint report was submitted by Dr. Har- 
bison, and the Engineer (Mr. Byrne), re- 


commending the provision of a sewer for 
Portmarnock and Baldoyle area. 
The Secretary (Mr. Murphy) said that. this 


was a matter in which two local authorities 
were concerned, and tliat, pending the find. 
ings of the Local Government Tribunal, it 
was not being proceeded with, 

Dr. Harbison said that whatever might 
be the findings of the Local Government 


Tribunla, and whatever scheme might 
be evolved for this area, provision of this 
sewer would be a necessity. : 

In his report on honisng, Dr. Harbison 
stated that the Board was anxious to re-house 
general agricultural labourers, but it must 
be remembered that the purpose of the 
Housing Act, 1932, was primarily the erection 
of houses for persons living in houses con: 
demned as unfit for human habitation. Ip 
general, the houses for which applications 
had come for rehousing were on unsuitable 
sites, structurally unsound, and delapidated 
through lack of systematic repair, Most of 
them were obviously unfit for human habita- 
tion, Of a total of 4,512 premises ‘inspected, 
1,040 were definitely certified as unfit for 
habitation. | 

During the year houses had been re-let in 
defiance of notice served. All these matters 
showed that they were still a long way short 
of a solution of the housing be em.
